1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 8/25/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent 
or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed 
under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application 
designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the 
English language. 

3. Claims 1 -20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Morin (20020128837), newly-cited. 

-Regarding to claims 1,6, 11 and 1 6, see figures 1 and 2, and sections 
[0009H0025], Morin discloses a method and associated system wherein the 
method/system comprises: 
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step/means (14) (see figure 1) of entering a predetermined text portion 
£\3-*Cell Phone) into the electronic device (see [001 1], [001 8]; 

step/means (44, 46)(see figure 2) of storing the predetermined text 
portion in a memory (see [001 8], [0025]; 

step/means (30)(see figure 2) of recording a voice portion into the 
electronic device (see [0022]) ; 

step/means (44, 46) of storing the voice portion in the memory (see 
[0019], (see [0025]); 

step/means (44, 46) of associating the voice portion with the 
predetermined text portion (see [0025]; 

step/means (22, 36, 38)(see figure 2)of using voice recognition to recall 
the predetermined text portion that is associated with the voice portion (see 
[0021, [0022], [0025]; 

step/means (1 6, dialing memory)(see figure 1, and [0011], [0021])of 
associating the predetermined text portion with information (the outgoing call) 
to be entered in the electronic device; and 
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step/means (1 6,dialing memory) of inserting the predetermined text 
portion into the information to be entered in the electronic device (see 001 1], 
[0021]). 

-Regarding to claims 2, 7, 1 2 and 1 7, Morin discloses that the 
predetermined text portion and the voice portion are associated in the memory 
(44)(see figure 2). 

-Regarding to claims 3, 8, 1 3 and 1 8, Morin discloses that voice 
recognition is used to identify the predetermined text portion (see [0021], 
[0022], [0025]). 

-Regarding to claim 4, 9, 14 and 19, Morin discloses that the 
predetermined text portion and the voice portion are non-permanently 
associated (see [0018]). 

-Regarding to claim 5, 10, 1 5 and 20, Morin discloses that the 
information to be entered is chosen from a phonebook entry belonged to a 
group (see figure 1 , and [0009]).
